St. Petersburg do not show that civ- 
ilians are nthusiastic over the pros- 
pects of an expensive and burden- 
some war, but the officials of the czar's 
government are keeping pace with 
Japan in preparing for a conflict. All 
available war vessles are being hur- 
ried to Chinese waters.

Russia is not eager to fight the 


belligerent Japanese, but it will not 
recede and is doggedly fortifying it- 
self.
